ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the

ARTICLE 2. To hear all reports and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 3. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations. for the same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote, 
to raise for interest. | 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the Town will 7 
vote to raise to keep the Common mowed around the Soldiers’ 
Monument at Lempster Street. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
Selectmen to deliver blank inventories at the time they 
appraise the property for taxation. | 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to reinsure the 
Town Hall and Union Hall. — 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Old Home Day and Memorial Day. 


ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the Library. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money for the Town in anitcipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to limit the 
Road Agents to the appropriations. 


ARTICLE 12. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Old Age Assistance and pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to receive sealed 
bids for mowing town roadsides, a separate bid to be sent for 
each District. 


ARTICLE 14. To see what sum per hour the Town will vote 
to pay for labor on the highway.

said joint fund to be expended on the second New Hampshire 
Turnpike Road. 


ARTICLE 18. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise $369.00 
for Town Road Aid. The State to contribute $2,129.13. 


ARTICLE 19. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for repair of the Tractor House. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise $200.00 
for the White Pine Blister Rust. 


ARTICLE 21. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to purchase an aerial map of the town. 
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ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not exceeding one-one-hundredth of one 
per cent (1/100 of 1 percent) of the assessed valuation for the 
purpose of publicizing and promoting the natural advantages 
and resources of the town, together with other towns in the 
Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region Association, the sum of 
$24.63.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish brush 
and woods fires is glad to report a good year of forest protection 
in 1948. In spite of danger conditions nearly equalling at 
times those of 1947 when great losses were suffered in New 
Hampshire and New England, fire damage and loss this year 
have becn. gratifyingly low. 

With the continuing cooperation of all the people, we can 
hope to have another successful year in 1949. Let us remember 
that in any year, over 90 per cent of all fires are caused by 
carelessness and that all of these man-caused fires are pre- 
ventable. 

Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than for 
many years in the past. Smokers , campers and tourists who use 
cur outdoors are also more numerous than ever before. 
We must therefore be ready for fires which might occur but, 
above all, prevention by everyone is the greatest need. 

A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will help, 
as follows: 


40. 


(1) Always get a written permit from the warden before 
kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is not covered with 
snow. 

(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches and tobacco 
before dropping or throwing them down. In automobiles, 
always. use the ash trays. 

(3) Report fires and smokes to the warden without delay. 

The observance of these and other simple rules. will go far 
to insure safety from fire damage and oun cooperation in 
this way is earnestly solicited.

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REPORT OF THE LEMPSTER 
TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


We, as a committee have been disappointed with the progress 
during the past year in the development of the Long Pond 
Recreational Area. The elembet of time available to put into 
the work by those who can do it has been the principal obstacle. 
Undoubtedly with an unlimited fund upon which to draw men 
could be found to do the work but unfortunately that is not 
our situation. 
kK The committee held two formal meetings and met on the 
area on two occasions: At the annual meeting in April 
representatives of various nearby sportsman’s Clubs attended 
seeking help and support for their project of converting Long 
Pond into a trout pond. A public meeting was held later, at 
which time many of the townspeople, perhaps carried along by 
the enthusiasm, voted for it. The opinions of true sportsmen, 
at prospective cottage site lessees, and some members of the 
committee are against this for these reasons: 


1. Members of sportsmen groups said they were not interested 
in our development. They would use the road opened or walk 
mn if closed. Use of the road in the spring and fall by fishermen 
has caused a large amount of damage this past season. They 
would contribute nothing to its upkeep. 

2. Trout fishing is largely confined to the spring months. 
During warm weather trout lie deep in the water of a pond. People 
who have cottages on the lakes like to fish during their stay. Why 
spoil the only bass fishing for miles around. 

3. The cost of poisioning the pond would be in the neighbor- 
hood of 8 to 10 thousand dollars largely financed by Fish & Game 
Department. ‘This money spent on improving existing trout 
streams andincreased annual stocking of such streams and ponds 
in and near Lempster would give enjoyment to many more people 
than could reach the pond. 


Mr. Tani, Planning Director of the New Hampshire Planning 
and Development Commission gave us a description of other 
similar developments in the state and advise on the layout 
of our lots and an idea as to how to arrive at a bisis for deter- 
mining rentals. He suggested a long term lease with rentals 
adjusted periodically. The chief advantage of leasing is to 
be able to control the development against unsightly camps, 

nuisances, and excessive cutting of trees. 


It was originally decided to lay out the lots with a 75 foot 
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frontage and the survey was started thus. This appeared too 
crowded so the land was resurveyed to 100 foot front lost. 
Ten lots in all have been laid out on the groundwith a possible 
total of twenty-five available. Access to the pond from the 
road was provided by leaving an access strip between certain 
lots,making future layout of back lots possible. The area for 
public use was laid out. This includes the beach at the north 
end and the scenic rocky shore ine. 

Much use of the area was made this past summer by campers, 
picnickers and fishermen. Some toilet facilities, containers 
for rubbish and posted regulations seems in order to preserve 
the cleanliness of this area. 

The road was machine graded this year and culverts pur- 
chased and placed but no major road work accomplished. The 
expected gravel for surfacing found on the area soon ran out 
and the roughness of the mountain road is against hauling it 
from the valley. There is a sort of hard pan clay available 
which could make a poorly serviceable summer road if properly 
ditched and drained. 

The acquisition of land which comprises the town forest 
occured at two tax sales. The town obtained title and deeds 
to the land when the redemption period ran out.

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The figures given on acreage in the above table are scaled 
from existing maps and from acreages called for by the original 
survey of lots. The deeds call for more acreage in some cases. The 
outside boundaries of the forest have not as yet been defi- 
nitely determined. Some survey work was done this fall to try to 
establish a line between John Wright and the forest. When 
this boundary is finally established the area of the tract 
will be just about 700 acres. 

While little progress on the recreational development has 
been accomplished the forest has increased by another year’s 
growth and our balance is still in the black. -

To the Lempster School Board 
I herewith submit my third annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


This past year‘s been a very satisfactory one as far as the 
schools are concerned. Both schools are now in the best 
position to offer good educational opportunities to the children 
of Lempster than they have been for some time. Mr. Dow 
is doing exceptional work at the Street School. He is approxi- 
mating the type of education offered upper grade pupils in 
larger systems about as nearly as it is possible to do. He 
should be given every encouragement possible in his efforts. 
Miss Berry has continued her lovable ways at the East school. 


The inside of the East School has received a much needed 
coat of paint. This has helped the lighting situation materially. 
The construction of a new chimney at this school has eliminated 
a very serious fire hazard. This construction was made possible 
through an emergency grant of money from the state. 


The enrollment at the East School was so heavy that it 
seemed best to change some of the fourth grade pupils to the 
Street School. This move relieved the situationat the East 
School considerably and made a more even distribution of 
pupils between the two schools. Obviously, the addition of 
another grade reduced the efficiency of the Street School 
teacher. 


Census figures indicate that the number of pupils in the 
elementary schools will increase, ratner than decrease, in the 
next few years and we should begin thinking about what steps 
should be taken to accommodate the added enrollment. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my personal 
appreciation for the fine cooperation of the school board, 
teachers and parents during the past year. With your con- 
tinued support we can keep on improving the Lempster School 
system.
